WOMEN AND BABES VICTIMS 


Admissions of the Government Were 
Received with Groans and Cries 
of Scandalous—Over Three 
Hundred Children Died 
During May.

London, June 17.—Replying to ques- 
tions in, the house of common today, Mr. 
Brodrick, the war secretary, said there 
were 40,229 persons in the “concentration 
camps” of the Transvaal and Orange 
River colony. The deaths in these 
camps for the month of May number 9% 
men and women and 318 children. The 
@&nnouncement of the mortality was re- 
ceived .with groans from the Irish mem- 
bers and cries of “Scandalous.” Mr. 
Brodrick added that the authorities were 
arranging for the release of the women 
and children who had friends to rer Ave 
them, but the government could p /un- 
dertake to feed them in locate”, posi- 
tions. 
The division in the house of eommons 
on the motion made by Mr. Lloyd-George, 


Welsh nationalist, to adjourn the house 
on the question of the treatment of Boer 
women and children, which was rejected 
by a vote of 253 to 134, served to ac- 
centuate the split in the lHberal party 
on the government’s war policy. Sir 

Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the liberal 
leader, supported Mr. Lloyd-George in 
denouncing the policy of concentrating 
women and children in camps. and with 
Sir Willlam Vernon-Harcourt, liberal, 
and the Rt. Hon. William Bryce. liberal, 
voted in the minority on Mr. Lioyd- 
George's motion. About fifty liberal im- 
perialists, led by the Rt. Hon. H. ‘H. 
Asquith, advanced liberal, and Str Ed- 
ward Grey, Uberal, abstained from vot- 
ine. as a protest against the Bannerman- 
Harcourt-Morley section of the house’ of 
commons identifying themselves so close- 
ly with the extreme pro-Boers. .

BRITISH ARREST AN AMERICAN 


Claimed That Charles Lilly White Is 
a Murderer. 

London, June 17.—Charles Lilly White, 
. who claims to be a naturalized American 
and who says he has been in the United 
States since 1885, but who was arrested 
in New Zealand in November last and 
brought to this country yesteriay charged 
with being Arthur Blatch, who is accused 
of murder, rotfhéry and arson, committed 
at Colchester, Wssex, England, in 1893, 
had his first hearing today in Camera, 
to the disgust of a number of curious 
people who crowded into the court room. 
The discovery of relatives the prisoner 
claims to have in Leeds presages a break- 
down of the government case. 


Arthur Blatch, in 1893, robbed and mur- 
derer Arthur Welch, at Colchester, Eng- 
land, and set fire to his victim’s tailor 
shop in order to cover his crime. Blatch 
escaped and no trace of him was found 
until a man answering his description 
Was arrested at Wellington, N. Z., No- 
vember 6, 1900, as the result of informa- 
tion given to the police by a woman. 
The prisoner wW&s positively identified as 
Blatch at 6 ere by two residents 
of London. Bu prisoner claimed to 
be Charles Lally Ww hite and said he had 
an aunt named Caroline Cook, living in 
Chicago. He alae said' he had homestead- 
ed in the state of Washington in 1892-93 
and he had some documentary evidence 
which supported his claim. The prisone 
is a painter and a musician, accomplish 
ments which were not possessed by 
Biatch. 


HARRYING “MAD” MULLAH. 


Forces of the Fanatic Roughly Han- 
dled by British. 


London, June 17.—A dispatch to the 
foreign office from the consul general of 
Somaliland, says that the ‘‘Mad’’ Mullah 
expedition had heavy fighting May 28th. 

The fiying column of mounted infantry 
under Captain Merewith struck the Mul- 
Jah’s supply camp during a night march 
and captured 5,000 head of cattle, killing 
one important chief and captured anoth- 
er, covered 100 miles, fought a sharp ac- 
tion and returned to its base all in twen- 
ty-four hours. 

The main force of the EBtitish under 
Colone] ‘Swayne departed for Falah June 
24 leaving MacNeill with 30v men to 
guard Zariba. Swayne’s column advanced 
against the Mullah’s base. In the mean- 
time the Mullah, with 3,000 seu ase, 
attacked Zariba.three times. He was fi- 
nally driven off by Captain MacNeill 
with a loss of 80 men. The British in 
Zariba had ten men killed and nine 


wounded. 
The Mullah is now cut off from his 
base and a decisive action is imminent.

Famous Molineux Murder Case 
Is Before the New York 
Court of Appeals 


DAVID BENNETT HILL 
APPEARS FOR PEOPLE 


Evidence on Handwriting Is At- 
tacked by the Attorney for the 
Defendant—State Blamed 
for Attack on Wife 
of Molineux. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 17.—The court of 
appeals today heard the first argument 
for a new trial for Roland B. Molineux, 
the young New York clubman, athlete 
and chemist, under sentence of death for 
poisoning Mrs Catherine J. Adams in De- 
cember, 1898, who was the unintended vic- 
tim of a plot veiled by the use of the malis 
to take the life of Henrv Cornish, man- 
ager of athletic sports. Judges Parker, 
Vann, Bartlett, Gray, O’Brien, Haight 
and Verner, in the gowns of black, sat 
upon the bench to hear the famous case, 
and down at the counsel's table were 
former United States Senator David Ben- 
nett Hill, who holds the brief of the peo- 
ple, and John G. Milburn, president of 
the Pan-American exposition, who. es- 
pouses the cause of the young prisoner at 
Sing Sing. With Mr. Hill sat Assistant 
D'strict Attorney LaBarbier, of New 
York, and grouped’ about Milburn were 
George Gordon Battle and Bartow 8. 
Weeks,. who defendeq Molineux at his 
trial; Generat Molineux, father .of the 
prisoner, and David N. ¢arvalho, hand- 
writing expert who advised the defense. 

Courtroom Crowded. 

Many more than the courtroom would 
hold crowded into the corridors to hear 
the story of the almost fascinating crime 
linked with the double mystery of the 
death of Henry C. Barnett, and the offi- 
cers of the court barred the outer rooms 
and admitted the favored ones ‘by a rear 
entrance. 

Mr. Milburn, for the appellant, talked 
during the entire session of the court, 
gaining a hearing at 10:30 o’clock and 
speaking until 2 o’clock, when the court 
arose for the day. He has another hour 
to speak, it being agreed that each side 
should have. four hours. Senator Hill sat 
entire speech, Smited at times 
and made notes for hig address of tomor- 
tow. Mr. Milburn’s address of three and 
ohe-half hours was devoted largely to the 
alieged error of the lower court in admit- 
‘ng evidence as to the death of Henrv 

MRarnett, and he spared neither Record- 
Goff. the trial judge, for his rulings 
on evidence, nor the district attorney's 
staff for its methods in securing the ad- 
mission of evidence. » 

The printed record of the case is the 
largest ever submitted in the state in a 
criminal case, and upon its consideration 
during the interim between now and the 
fall session of the court rests the decision. 
The oral argument submitting the briefs 
is to be short, and it is anticipated that 
it will be concluded by tomorrow after- 
noon, 

Former Senator Hill Appears. 

Assistant District Attorney Lebaribieur, 
of New York, who is assisting Mr.. Hill, 
was the first to appear, and after him 
came Barlow S. Weeks and George Gor- 
don Battle, who defended Molineux at 
his trial in New York. With them were 
General Molineux, the aged father of the 
defendant, and David N. Carvalho, the 
handwriting expert who advised the de- 
fense at the trial. After them came @ 
corps of clerks carrying law ,books and 
records. Mr. Hill and Mr. Milburn came 
last, stopping at the doorway to exchange 
friendly greetings. 

Judge Parker asked counsel if an exten- 
sion beyond the two hours usually al- 
lotted to an argument was desired. Mr. 
Milburn said he would probably require 
four hours. Mr. HiIl! nodded his approval, 
and so it was agreed that each side 
should have four hours. 

Mr. Milburn began his address for the 
defendant with a brief statement of the 
charge and nature of the appeal, and fol- 
lowing it with what he called a sketch 
of the chief personnel of the case. He 
sketched the training of young Molineux 
as an expert paint and color manufac- 
turer, and in turn told of his connection 
with the Knickerbocker and New York 
Athletic Cluds, his marriage to Blanche 
Cheeseborough and his, relations with 
Harry Cornish, manager of the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic Club. Mr. Milburn pagss- 
ed on to the receipt of a bottle purport- 
ing to contain medicine and of Mrs. Ad- 
ams’s death after taking a dose of the 
supposed medicine, and contended that the 
prosecution had failed to connect the ac- 
cused with the sending of the bottle 
through the ma§ils. 

Handwriting Evidence Attacked. 

Mr. Milburn also attacked the evidence 
on handwriting, and as torthe robin’s egg 
blue paper with the crest of interlocked 
crescents, on which some of the Cornish 
letters were written, he sald it was in 
general use, so that possession of paper 
of this description by the accused had 
no significance. The absence of motive 
for desiring the death of Cornish, to 
whom, as alleged, the poison was sent; 
Was commented upon ‘by Mr. Milburn. 
Mr. Milburn criticised the district attor- 
ney for bringing into the case the name 
of. Barnett, who died in the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic Club house, and: attempt- 
ing to show that Barnett’s death and 
Cornish’s il?mess were caused by mercury 
poisoning. The lawyer also blamed the 
other side for the attack on Mrs. Moli- 
He said it had not 
been proved that Cornish received the al- 
jJeged poison in his box at the club. The 
prosecution, he said, had taken upa se- 
ries of points, advanced two theortes and 
sought to connect them and complete a 
case against the defendant. — 

Court took a recess until tomorrow, 
when Mr. Milburn will conclude his ar- 
gument. 
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Steamer Tallahassee Reaches New 
York with Smallpox Patient.

SUFFERER FROM SAVANNAH 


Negro Was Afflicted with the Dis- 
ease When He Boarded 
the Steamer. 


New York, June 17.—The Ocean Steam 
ship Company’s steamer Tallahassee, 
Cantain Askins, which sailed from Sa- 
vannah June Ii4th, arrived today at quar- 
antine, reported all well and proceeded 
to her pier in the North river. 

Among her forward cabin passengers 
was a negro named William Stanton, aged 
about twenty-five years. During the pas- 
sage from Savannah Stanton did not com- 
plain of being ill. When Stanton landed 
from the steamer he proceeded to Belle- 
vue hospital and complained of being 
sick. He was-examined by the hospital 
surgeons and discoyered to be suffering 
from smallpox, Fhe patient was removed 
to North Brothers island. 

Deputy Health Officer L’ Hommedieu, on 
legrning of' the man’s illness, went on 
board the Tallahassee at her pier and 
saw Captain Askins, who stated 
Stanton did not report being sick during 
the voyage to this port. Evidently the 
man had been suffering from the disease 
before boarding the steamer at Savannah. 
As the passengers had all left the steamer 
after her arrival at the dock, the vessel 
was placed under observation and none 
of her crew allowed to go ashore. She 
will return to quarantine tomorrow for 
disinfection. 


COMMERCE WITH PHILIPPIN ES. 


Large Increase in Imports and Ex- 
ports Is Shown. 


Washington, June 17.—An increase of 
21 per cent in imports and 49 per cent in 
exports in Philippine commerce is shown 
in a comparative statement made public 
today by the division of insular affairs, 
war department, setting forth the trade 
returns for the first ten months of 1900 
as compared with the same period of the 
preceding year. The total value of mer- 
chandise imported into the Philippines 
from Januery to November of 1900, was 
$20,143,152, against $16,644,568 for the same 
period of 1899. The value of the exports 
from the Philippines during the 1900 period 
is set down at $19,372,830, against $12,975,- 
605 in 1899. 

The greater part of the imports came 
from European and As?fatic Countries, al- 
though this trade with the United States 
showed an increase of $671.347 or 4 per 
cent. Exports to the United States show- 
ed a falling off of $975,627. The major 
share of the exports were taken by Eu- 
ropean countries. There were no imports 
of gold and silver from the United Stat¢s, 
although during the 1900 period over 
$3,000,000 worth of coin,- bullion and ore 
was exported to this’ “country. » 


AMERICAN PRODUCTS Tan 


Inquiry Into Charge That Théy Are 
Chcgper Than Here. 
Washington, June 17.—The industrial 
commission has decided to make a very 
general inquiry ‘by means of circular 
letters into the charge that exporters 
of American-made goods often sell them 
for lower prices’ than are asked for 
similar goods at home, and a resolution 
was adopted today requesting from the 
business interests of the United States 
a full and frank statement covering the 
efforts made to’ extend consumption of 

products to foreign markets. 

The secretary of the commission was 
instructed to prepare a letter to manu- 
facturers indicating the information de- 
sired and asking among other questions 
whether they sell their goods at a lower 
price abroad than at home, and if so, 
requesting them to give reasons for this 
course. The ‘letter also will ask for 
suggestions for securing better prices 
abroad for American goods. 


INDIANS FIGHT THE OPENING. 


They Don’t Want Whites To Settle 
on Their Lands. 


Washington, June 17.—Eshitie, principal 
chief of the Comanche Indians, White 
Buffalo and six others are added to the 
list of complainants in a motion to amend 
filed today by counsel for .the Indians in 
the case of Lone Wolf and others against 
the secretary of the interior in opposition 
to the opening of the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache lands in Oklahoma. A peti- 
tion was filed by the complainants stat- 
ing that they have been authorized by 
the Kiowa, Comanche and Apache tribes 
in grand council to protect their rights. 
The court granted The motion. 


WILL NOT BUY EADS PLANT. 


War Department Decides That Ap- 
propriation Has Lapsed. 

Washington, June 17.—A decision by the 
war department probably will prevent the 
purchase of tho plant used by the Eads 
company at the mouth of the Mississippi 
river. This plant was used in keepink 
the channel between the jetties clear and 
maintaining the required depth of water. 
An act of the last congress appropriated 
$200,000 to purchase this plant, but it 
has been decided that the appropriation 
lapsed when the contract with the Eads 
company expired last January. It is 
probable that there will be an effort 
to renew the appropriation in the next 
congress. 


CHINESE AGREEMENT IS NEAR. 


Envoys Will Soon Settles the Ques- 
tion of Indemnity. 

Washington, June 17.—A cablegram has 
been recefved at the ‘state department 
from Special Commissioner Rockhill, ful- 
ly confirming the report from Pekin to 
the effect that an early and complete 
agreement on the indemnity question is 
expected and that, too, on the basis of 
the proposition variously known as the 
American, the British and the. British- 
American. The officials -here-are hope- 
ful that the present week will witness 
the close of the negotiations on the sub- 
ject. of indemnity, though it is possible 
that a further Slight delay may occur 
through a yielding to the desire of one of 
the ministers to'be allowed another op- 
portunity to consult with his home gov- 
ernment. 

Once the subject of indemnity is out a 
the way, the withdrawal of the foreign 
troops from China will progress with 
rapidity.

Two of Those Hurt Will- Probably

Hamlet, N. C., June 17.—Last night, 
about 10 o’clock, the northbound Seaboard 
Air Line Atlanta spe¢ial turned broa‘i- 


mile north of Rockingham. 

There were on. board about twenty-five 
or thirty passengers, all of whom were 
more or less injured, several very  seri- 
cusly, and two, a white man and a negro. 
rrobably fatally. Thete were three ladies 
and some childfen aboard; none of whom 
was seriously hurt. 

The engine and two mail cars passed 
cver in safety, but the combination bag- 
vage and second, first-class and two Pull- 
mans turned over. On account of tfie 
rains, the piers of the trestle gave way 
on the left side. At the first crash all 
lights went cut and Water rushed in 
waist-deep thrqugh the windows. 

Baggage Master Smith, though seriously 
hurt himself, at once thought of the 
freight following close behind. He crawl- 
ed out, and seizing a lantern, ‘hobbled 
down the track and flaggcd the freight, 
thereby preventing a second catastrophe. 
When the freight stopped he was lying on 
the ground, unable to rise, but still wav- 
ing his lantern. He fell time and again 
tefore he succeeded in getting far enough 
back to flag the train. He had to be car- 


} ried back on a stretcher. 


The newsboy also did heroic work, 
crawling through the cars helping the al- 
mest drowned passengers to escape 
through the transom over a door. 

A relief train came from Hamlet with 
doctcrs, and ancther from Rockingham. 
The hotel here is being used as a tempor- 
ary hospital.

THOUSANDS OF MEN STRIKE. 


Trackmen on the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Go Out. 

Montreal, June 17.—Officials of the 
trackmen’s union announce that’ between 
3,000 and 3,500 of the Canadian Pacifie Rail- 
way Company’s trackmen struck today 
for an increase of wages. 

The trackmen receive an average of 
$1.15 a day and want an increase of from 
1) to 20 cents day, according to locality. 
They claim that while the Canadian Pa- 
cific pretended to increase their wages 5 
cents a day, they really had decreased 
previously to that the week’s wage by 
57% cents through cutting down track 
walking, so that the company, with the 
apparent increase, still had the better of 
the trackmen by 27% cents a week. The 
company claims that the men are as well 

paid as those of any other road.- 


RHODES WOULD BE PREMIER. 


Would Like To Be Chief of South 
African Federation. 

Cape Town, June 17.—Cecil Rhodes s, in 
his speech at Buluwayo, Rhodesia, June 
15th, when he predicted that a federation 
of the South African states would come 
in three or four years, made what Is re- 
garded'in some quartcrs a bid for the 
premiership of Cape Colony. After eu- 
logizing the action of the Rhodesians and 
Natalians, he said the only state he pitied 
was the mother state, Cape Colony, whose 
political and religious leaders had in- 
cited rebel ion When federation came 
none of the other states would have any- 
thing to do with her and he -was afraid 
the people of his oid state, who were run- 
ning about like sheep without a s¥epherd, 
were coming out worst,

of saying a few words, which ne hoped 
would be to their good, 


REBELS REFUSE TO YIELD. 


They Fear Ill Treatment by the Co- 
lombian Officers. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 17.—Advices 
received here from Colombia say the 
rebels refuse to lay down their arms. 
owing to the ill treatment of political 
prisoners by goverrment officers. Prom- 
inent prisoners were paraded en the 
principal towns.

and in view of the recrudescence of rehel 
activity in the interior, the Colombian 
government has purchased the steamer 
Daricn to be used as a gunboat.

Henry L. Lineweaver, aged seventy- 
two, was suffocated to death today while 
attempting to escape from a_ burning 
building at 7389 West Mulberry street, and 
Robert Birchett, another old man, was 
so badly burned that he soon died. The 
fire was caused by the explosion of gaso- 
line, which an occupant of the first floor 
‘of the house was pouring from one recep- 
tacle into another. 


JACKSONVILLE BLAZES AGAIN. 


Fire in Modelo Building Causes Loss 
of $30,000. 


Jacksonville, Fia., Jvne 17—At 1:2 
o’é¢lock this morning the Modelo building. 
corfier of Clay and West Bay, was dis- 
covered on fire in the third story. This 
building is occupied by the Jacksonville 
knitting mill. When the department ar. 
rived flames were bursting from :;everal 
windows in the knitting mill, and for a 
few minutes it Icoked threat=ning. Mer- 
chants and residents in the neighborhool 
began moving stocks and furniture. The 
department kept the flames confined, hew- 
ever, and in an hour it was under control. 
It is estimated that the damag= to the 
building will amount to about $10,000, to 
the knitting factory’ about $19,000, to the 
Three Brothers Cigar Company about 
$6,000, and to the other companies of the 
building about $6,000.

Cotton Mill Forced To Close Owing 


to Dull Trade. 


Kearney, Nebr., July 17.—It has been 
decided by the owners to close the Kear- 
ney cotton mill. For some time past 
the market, owing to the Chinese war, 
has been dull and the mill has operated 
at a loss. The Kearney mill was a direct 
shipper of special. grades of cotton goods 
to china, and the high price of cotton has 
worked against the plant. Eastern in- 
vestors hold mortgage bonds for $99,000 
borrowed to use as working capital. The 
mortgage is in the process of foreclosure 
and a decree is expected within thirty 


days.

Rhenish Prussia, September 20, 1796, and 
‘died three days after.

TO AVENGE HIS WIFE, 
HE SHOT A \ PREACHER 


Thomas G, Barker on Trial for 
Allempting To Kill Rev 
John Keller,

MRS,” BARKER ACCUSES 
MINISTER OF ASSAULT 


But the Wife’s Story Is Bitterly 
Denisd by the Preacher—One 
of Keller’s Eyes Destroyed 
by Mad Husband’s 
Bullet. 


New York, June 17.—Thomas G. Barker 
was placed on trial in the Hudson coun- 
ty court, Jersey City, today before Judge 
Blair, charged with assau!t with intent 
to kill. On February 34 lest, Barker shct 
the Rev. John Keller, of Arlington, N, 
J.. vicar of Trinity chapel in that place. 
Barker told the authorities he shot the 
minister because his wife told him that 
Keller had been guilty of a crim{ga) ns- 
sault upon her. 

When Keller was shot he was ¢n his 
wav to Fort Lee to assist at the ordina- 
tion of a minister. Barker stepped out 
from the shadow of a hedge and -fired at 
him with a revolver, Barker says that 
he spoke to Keller before tiring. Keller 
says that he did not see his assailant. 
One of the bultets fired by Barker went 
through ,Keller’s facial bone from the 
right side, alestroyed the sieht of the 
right eye and after tearing through ‘the 
nasal bone, buried itself beneath the skin 
cf the left side of the face. A second 
bullet shattered the fingers of tue right 
hand. 

According to Barker's story, Mrs. Par- 
ker told him shortly before the sicoting 
that about eighteen months »reviousiy 


| Mr.-Keller called on her while she was 


alone in the house and made an !mproper 
proposal. When she repulsed him, accord- 
ing to the story tald by Barker, the min- 
ister attacked her violently and she “aint- 
ed. Barker further said his wife had 
been afraid to tell him the story of the 
assault because she knew that if she did 
he would ki!l the minister, or seme days 
before the allered confession,.Mrs, Bar- 
ker had been in a sick and nervous con- 
cition. 

Mr. Keller denounced the whole story 
as utterly false. He declaren that his 
whole Hfe was a refutation of the charee. 

The imparelling of the jury occupied 
less than an hour and then Prosecutor 
Brwin opened the case for the state. 

The prosecition #t the cufsre Intredueed 
ar evidence a photograph cf the hedge 
behind which, it {s alleged, Barker Lid 
white waiting for Keller. Another pho- 
tograph showing Keller in bed after the 
shooting was also admitted. Hugh R. 
Roome, end his daughter, eyewitnesses of 
the shooting, gave their testimony and 
identified Barker as the man who fired 
the shots that wounded Keller. 

Mrs. Jennie F. Buckley testified that 
she heard three shots fired on the morning 
of February 3d and running to a window 
saw Barker fire a fourth shot at Mr. :<el- 
ler. Frederick G. Buckley, the husband 
of the preceding witress, told how he had 
pursued and caught Barker. He said that 
when he reached Bark>r he asked him: 
“Whom did you shoot?’ 

“Keller, and I hope I killed him,” re- 
plied Barker. 

“Did Barker mention his wife's namfe 
while on the car?’ the witness was asked. 

“T do not think he did,’’ was the reply. 


CHAPELLE TO BE CARDINAL. 


Pope Urgéd To Promote the New Or- 
leans Prelate. 
Washington, June 17.—Archbishop Chap- 
elle, of New Orleans, has been recom- 
mended to the vatican and to the pope in 
person for elevation to the rank of 
eardinal tecause of his services as papal 
legate for the Philippines and West 
*ndies. Archbishop Chapelle is of French 
descent, and it is beMeved that his eleva- 
tion would be looked upon with “avor by 

the French authorities. 

In some ecclesiastical quarters it has 
been felt that the church authority over 
the Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico 
should come under the American hier- 
archy rather than under a papal legate. 
as the American church {ts better able to 
co-operate with the United States in gov- 
erning insular affairs. It is understood 
this question also has teen brought “to 
the attention of the vatican during the 
visit of Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop 
Chapelle to Rome. During one of the au- 
clences when the elevation of Archbishop 
Chapelle was urged upon the pope, the 
latter expressed his high regard for the 
work of the archbishop. It is the inten- 
tion to bring the matter of title of the 
friars in the Philippines to a determina- 
tion by a trial in the supreme court of the 
Philippines. Under present conditions 
there can be no appeal to th2 supreme 
court of the United States, but such an 
appeal could be allowed if provided for in 
legislation at the next congress. 


EARL RUSSELL IS A BIGAMIST. 


On That Charge the Nobleman Is 
Arrested in Lendon. 
London, June 17.—Earl Russell was ar- 
rested today on a charge of having con- 
tracted a bigamous marriage in_ the 
United States. The earl was met at the 
railway station upon his arrival from 
the country by. detectives with a war- 
rant, and was taken to the Bow street 
police court, where he was formally 
charged. The nobleman appeared to be 
quite unconcerned. Earl Russell was re- 

manded in £2,000 bail. 


About a year ago Yt was announced that 
Earl Russell had obtained a divorce in 
Nevada and had there married Mrs. Mol- 
lie Somerville, daughter of the late 
George Cooke, of Combernauld, Scotland. 
Mrs. Somerville had also obtained a di- 
vorce in Nevada from her husband, 
George J. Somerville. Later the earl] and 
his new countess went to England and 
the former countess threatened to ‘have 
the earl arrested for bigamy. 


Lumber Vanishes in Smoke. 

Toronto, June 17.—Word was received 
here tonight that fire has destroyed all 
the lumber in the yard of the Ontario 
Lumber Company at French river on 
Georgian bay, amounting to 15,000,000 feet 
and valued at over $200,000. The fire start- 
ed from an unknown cause and spread 
rapidly.

PLOTTED TO ROB. 
VAULT OF COLD 


Shrewd Americans Planned Thet 
of Yellow Bullion, 


STEWARD MAGERS A TOOL 


Light Is Thrown on the Mysterious 
Gold Bar Robbery Aboard Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse—Only 
One Plotter Is Under 
Arrest. 


New York, June 17.—Since the arrival 
here a few days ago of Arthur Carl. chief 
of police of Bremen, Germany, on the 
steamship Lahn, some inside information 
concerning the mysterious gold bar row- 
bery which occurred last April aboard 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse has leaked 


out. 

Thus far but one arrest has been made 
in connection with the crime, but the 
prisoner, Theodore Magers, the bed room 
steward, is believed to have been the tool 
of shrewd men,who planned to reap a 
large quantity of yellow bullion by the 
plundering of the treasure vault aboard 
the liner. Magers, wko got the reward 
for finding the stolen gold, is locked uf 
in Germany. 

St2ward’s Fairy Tale. 

The Nerth German Lloyd officials, when 
the robbery was reported, offered a re- 
ward of $2,000 for the missing gold bars 
an] three days after the vessel had 
reached Bremen Magers claimed that, 
while cleaning the woodwork in one of the 
second cabin passageways, he found the 
bullion hidden on a protruding cornice 
back of some steam pipes. The reward 
was paid to Magers. According to the 
story now told Magers left the ship say- 
ing that he was going to have a good time 
with his sweetheart who lives in Bremen, 
He did not return to the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse before she started back for 
New York, but a week or so afterwards 
he put in an appearance at the Bremen 
pier in a deplorable condition. He ex- 
plained that while on the way to see 
his sweetheart he fell in with a man who 

been a second cabin passenger on 
the Kaiseg Wilhelm der.Grosge and that 
the latter hypnotized him and robbed 
him of the rewar’) money. He wandered 
about for days with the stranger, whose 
name he professed not to know, and one 
day broke the hypnotic epell by jumping 
into the water at Amsterdam, Holland, 
to which city they had traveled. He was 
rescued, and, being without funds, had to 
work his way back to Bremen as best he 
could. 

The detectives suspecting that the place 
where Magers sai he had found the gold 
bars was not its hiding place again ques- 
tioned the bed room steward and as he 
made conflicting statements and damag- 
ing admissions, he was arrested on sus- 
picion. 


American? in Plot. 


Before he was arrested, the French de- 
tectives got information =zabout two 
strange men believed to be Americans 
who had for a couple of days chartered 
a small sail boat, and in the craft loit- 
ered about the entrance to Chebourg har- 
bor. They were suspected to be in the 
conspiracy to steal the gold aboard the 
der Grosse and asked 
about the route of that vessel when it ar- 
rived from America to land her Cherbourg 
passengers, saying they wanted to inter- 
cept the vessel and get a message from 
friends on board who were bound for 
Germany. "They explained also that it 
had been arranged that a message would 
be dropped at the French port from the 
North German Lloyd liner. These men 
vanished before the alarm about the robe 
bery on the steamship was raised, but 
they have since been traced back to the 
United States via Southampton. 

Some of the best Beriin detectives have 
been traveling on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse as salogn and second cabin pas- 
sengers seeking information about the 
mysterious gold robbery and they are ex- 
pected back on that vessel when she ar- 


rives here tomorrow.

TOBE GROWING 


Machinists Qut on Seaboard May 
Be Joined by Others 


PLANT SYSTEM 1S DRAWN IN 


Sympathetic Feature Is Now Form- 
ing, and Demands Are Being 
Made on Lines Which Have 
So Far Not Been 
Involved.’ 


Savannah, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—The 
strike of the railroad machinists in Sa- 
vannah appears to be growing, and it 
begins to seem now that it will be of 
more importance in the future than in 
the past. While the Seaboard Air Line 
officials say that they are getting along 
all right with the new men employed, 
the machinists in other railroads are 
‘said to be contemplating going on a sym- 
pathetic strike to aid their fellow-work- 
men of the Seaboard in gaining their 
ends. Today the Plant system machin- 
ists gave notice that they must be given 
a working day of nine hours in the future 
or they would go out. 

At noon a committee of four union ma- 
chinists employed at the Plant system 
shops waited on Superintendent of Mo- 
tive Power W. E. Symons and told him 
they had been appointed by the. union 
to demand ten hours’ pay. for nine hours 
work, which is the same demand made 
in all shops where strikés have so, far 
occurred. eed 

The superintendent listened to the de- 
mands of the men,. and at the.conclusion 
of the conference, which lasted two 
hours, told the men that. he could not 
accede to their wishes, as he had. no 
authority to do so. He said that he was 
going away for eight days and that he 
would give. them an answer upon his 
return. Mr. Symons left the city this 
afternoom It is reported at his office 
that he said, after the conference, that 
matters seemed satisfactory to all con- 
cerned.

Charleston, 8S. C., June 17.—(Special.)— 
General Superintendent Joseph H. Sands, 
of the Southern railway, arrived here to- 
night to look into the strike situation, 
which has developed seriously at the rail- 
way shops. Mr. Sands denied the reports 
which have been circulated persistently 
that all engineers and firemen would 
go on a strike through sympathy for the 
machinists. Such a report had reached 
him, but he said it was not true.

J. 8. Tyler, of the Southern headquarters 
in Washington, reached Charleston minus 
six machinists who started to this city 
with him.

Centennial Oration Proves Feature 
of Commencement, 


AUDIENCE HIGHLY PLEASED 


Address Was Replete with Facts 
Touching the History of the 
School and Congratula- 
tions Followed Its 
Delivery. 


Athens, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—This 
was known as the Centennial day in the 
university celebration. The chapel was 
crowded to the doors to hear the centel- 
nial oration by Hon. Oscar 8. Straus, of 
New York, and the address was one of 
the best ever heard from the chapel stage 
Mr. Straus’ remarks were full of sound 
sense, and his subject one of historic it- 
terest. He was warmly congratulated on 
all sides. In part Mr. Straus said: 


I deem it a great privilege to be here today. 
I have not come as a stranger, but as a re- 
turning son of Georgia to unite with the friends 
of my boyhood in celebrating the centennial 
of this time-honored university, whose sons 
have garlanded her past and inscribed her 
name and fame with indelible glory upon the 
brightest pages of the history of the state and 
of the nation, 

My earliest recollections, my first friendships 
and associations, my first instruction were 
Georgian, and I never hear that name pro- 
nounced without that fond affection and recol- 
lection which ever clings around the memories 
of childhood. Among all my associates 
those bygone years none was dearer and nearer 
to me than that fair-haired studious and gen- 


scholarly career, my playmate and classmate 
at Collinsworth institute in Talbotton, your 
distinguished chancellor, Walter B. Hill, 

This is an-historical occasion, a link in the 
chain of the development of our country's his- 
tory; 


was the youngest, and in many respects the 
noblest in its foundation of all the American 
colonies. 


In this, of the twentieth 


the opening 
the heritor of all the past. The inalienable 
rights of man which were formulated in‘ the 
eighteenth century, and which the nineteenth 
anchored by fundamental laws and practically 
applied under legislative enactments, have 
reached a further stage, the stage of inalien- 


the rich to the poor, the é¢mployer to ‘the em- 
ployee, :to afford equal opportunities to all, 
freed from artifigial barriers, from the power 
and prestige of wealth, from class distinctions 
and. religious preseriptions.. ‘No Institutions 
have contributed more toward equalizing those 
opportunities and toward endowing the sons 
and daughters of the wage earners equally 
with those of wage payers than the Iinstitu- 
tions of higher education in our land.” They 
are the great levelers, in the sense of making 
the pathway of success, not a royal mad, but 
a democratic highway, where the rewards’ wait 
upon merit. 

The three greatest, most unique and pictur- 
esque founders of the colonies which became 
the thirteen original states were Roger Wil- 
liams, the pioneer of religious liberty; William 
Penn. the proprietor of peace and good will, 
and General Oglethorpe, the benevolent apostle 
of equal opportunity and philanthropy, who 
founded: Georgia to open the gates of freedom 
to the unfortunate debtor, which gates he kept 
wide open to receive the oppressed from every 
land and held firmly closed against every form 
of persecution and slavery. To his colony there 
came not alone the unfortunate debtors who by 
the- thousands were yearly confined to the 
pest-breeding dungeons of Fleet prison, New- 
gate and Old Bailey, but also the poor per- 
sécuted Salzburgers and some of tite fil-fated 
Jews .who syhad.escaped the fangs and fires of 
the inquisition of Spain and Portugal. Ogle- 
thorpe placed a most liberal construction upon 
his charter, beyond the tenor of its provisions 
and the instructions of the trustees, Having 
made the personal sacrifices to establish and 
organize the colony, he felt justified to follow 
the dictates of his benevolent purposes by re- 
moving all restrictions. He extended a welcome 
to all men, irrespective of creed or race, and 
assigned to them lands and secured them in 
the priceless blessings of civil and religious 
liberty. 

Georgia was not alone the colony of refuge, 
but the rampart .of Anglo-Saxon civilization 
against French hostility on the one side, and 
on the other against intolerant Spain, who 
had desecrated this continent by transplanting 
here the horrors of the inquisition, and en- 
deavoring to propagate her power by arouring 
the savagery of the peaceful Indians against 
the new settlers. Dr. Johnson, in his beauti- 
ful lines, doubtless refers to this dual purpose 
in Georgia’s foundation: 


‘‘Has heaven reserved, in pity to the poor, 
No pathless waste or undiscovered shore, 
No secret island in the boundless main— 
No peaceful desert yet unclaimed by Spain? 
Quick let us rise, the happy seat explore ‘. 
And bear oppression’s insolence no more. 


The cradle of religious liberty has been rocked 
by the worst passions of mankind. Until com- 
paratively recent times, every sect was intoler- 
ant from conviction, and held it as a@ sacred 
duty to banish or burn the unrepentant here- 
tics, Even heretics, when they became domi- 
nant, were not less intolerant toward their 
formef orthodox persecutors, Do unto others 
as others have done unto you was the rule 
of persecutors, or, as David Harum says: Do 
unto the other feller the way he’d like to do 
unto you—and do it fust.’’ eresy, whatever 
it may signify ecelesiastically, was historical- 
ly th2 penalty for dissent exacted by the state 
religion from conscientious sectaries. “7 
never knew the time in England,’’ said Milton, 
‘‘when men of truest religion were not count- 
ed sectaries.’’ The statesmen who framed our 
constitution were too well read in the history 
of other governments and had before them too 
clearly the sufferings of the P ges ory in their 
colonial state not to dread and anticipate the 
abuse of authority resulting from the greed of 
power and the selfishness of sects, so they 
wisely guarded against this contingency by 
express enactment, whereby it is provided that 
‘tno religious test shall ever be required as a 
qualification to any office or public trust under 
the United States.’’ 

While several states adopted the constitu- 
tion, the majority in their respective conven- 
tions had the apprehension that this clause 
of the constitution did not go far enough, and, 
therefore, they proposed amendments guaran- 
teeing religious reedom and other fundamental 
rights. The strongest opposition to the aboli- 
tion of religious tests was in Massachusetts, 
where Congregationalism was the established 
church, aaa the greatest- apprehension that the 
exclusion of religious tests, as contained in 
the constitution, was insufficient, and that a 
more explicit guarantee against the establish- 
ment of religion — P wana was in Vir- 

Rhode Island. 
nee ae this provision of our constitution 
is, it proclaims religious liberty in its broad- 
est acceptation as the fundamental right of 
every American, be he citizen or allen. By in- 
corporating this provision in their constitution 
the American people were the first to set the 
world the example of entirely separating the 
institution which has for its object the sup- 
port of religion from its political government,

was no such land, The colonists of Virginia 
were strict -conformists to the rites of the 
church of England. There was less freedom 
there than in England, The settled portions 
of New England were domineered over by the 
Puritans and pilgrim fathers, who had left 
their Bnglish homes to escape ecclesiastical 
tyranny only to set up a greater tyranny of 
their own. This pilgrim, the first true type 
of an American freeman, the trusted and trust- 
worthy friend of the savage Indian, the bene- 
factor of all mankind, was Roger. Williams, 
who accomplished what no one before this ever 
had the courage- and wisdom, combined with 
the conviction of the broadest liberty, even to 
attempt, to found a purely secular state “as a 
shelter for the poor and the persecuted ac- 
cording to their several persuasions.”’ 

The time, let us hope, ts not far off when 
the civilized’ people, in the remotest corners 
of the world, will recognize the truth and power 
of the principles which throw around the name 
of Roger Williams a halo of impertshable glory 
and fame. 

Of the man from the beginning of 
state until the present time who 
eminently contributed to fostering and secur- 
ing religious freedom, who have made this 
country of ours the haven of refuge from eccie 
siastical tyranny and persecution, who have 
set an example more puissant than army or 
navy for freeing the conscience of men from 
civil interference and have leavened the. mass 
of intolerance wherever the name of America 
is known, I would mention first the Baptist, 
Roger Williams, who maintained the principle 
that the civil powers have no right to meddle 
in matters of conscience, and who founded a 
state with that princtple as its keystane, I 
would mention, second, the Catholic, Lord Bal- 
timore, the proprietor of Maryland, to whom 
belongs the credit of having established liberty 
in matters of worship which was second oniy 
to Rhode Island. I would name, third, the 
Quaker, Penn, whose golden motto waa: “We 
must yield the liberties we demand.” 
on the List is Thomas Jefferson, tfe 
infidel,’’ as he has been termed by some relig- 
ious writers, who overthrew the established 
church in his own state, and then, with, pro- 
phetic statesmanship, made it imp ssible for 
any church to establish itself under our na- 
tional constitution, or in any way to, abridge 
the rights of conscience. 

There are many other bright names in our

history, such as Henry, Mason, Madison and 
Franklin, who contributed to the same good 
end, besides the champions who led the yie- 
tory in the various states, among whom were 
many devout and learned ministers of the sev- 

1 denominations. 

‘Religious lHberty,’” in. the language of Mr. 
Thomas F. Bayard, when secretary of staie, 
‘fe the chief cornerstone of the Ameérican sys- 
tem of government, and provisions for it® se- 
curity are imbedded in the written charter and 
interwoven in the moral fabric of our laws. 
Anything that tends to invade a right,so es- 
sential and sacred must be carefully guarded 
against, and I am satisfied that my country- 
men, ever mindful of the sufferings and sac- 
rifices necessary to obtain it, will never con- 
gent to its impairment for any. reason or under 
any pretext whatever.”’ * 

Mr. Lecky, in his ‘‘Rationalism in Europe, 
says: ‘‘In one age the persecutor burnt the 
heretic; in another he crushed him with penal 
laws: in a third he withheld from him places 
of emolument; in a fourth, he subjected him 
to the excommunication of society. Each stage 
of advancing toleration marks a stage of the 
decline of the spirit of dogmatism and of the 
increase of the spirit of truth.’’

Professor Rankin Shoots Professor 
McNeill to Death and Then 
Sends a Bullet Clean 
Through His Own‘ 

c: Head. 


Dothan, Ala., June 17.—(Special.)—Pro- 
fessor W. A. Rankin this morning shot 
Dr. George R. McNeill to death and then 
committed suicide. Dr. McNeill was 
president of the Dothan city schools and 
Was re-elected Saturday night to the 
Same position for the next scholastic 
term. Rankin had been qa teacher in the 
game school, but failed of re-election and 
blamed McNeill with his defeat, which 
seemed to worry him a great deal. 

McNeill went over to the college build- 
ing this morning just before 8 o'clock. 
Rankin was already there, and a few 
moments after McNeill’s arrival firing 
‘was heard. Parties rushing over to the 
building. found McNeill in the hall, down 
on the floor, his life’s blood flowing from 
sevéral wounds he had received at the 
hands of Rankin. The shooting occurred 
in Rankin’s room in the building, but in 
some manner McNeill had gotten out of 
the room and was found“in the hall. He 
was assisted to a litter to be carried to 
his residence, but expired before reach- 
Ing there. He stated before he became 
unconscious that Rankin had done all the 
shooting. The remains will be buried in 
the city cemetery at this place tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

Rankin was found in his room, where 
the shooting occurred, in a pool'of blood 
from a wound in his head, dead. His 
mother was notified of his death, and 
at her request the remains were shipped 
to his former home at Bell Buckle, Tenn. 

After presumably emptying his pistol 
Rankin reloaded it and shot himself in 
the head, just back of the right tem- 
ple, the ball going clear through, death 
being instantaneous. oad 

McNeill was about fifty years of age, 
and leaves a wife and three children. He 
came here last year from Lafayette, Ala., 
where he had been president of the col- 
lege for a number of years. During his 
time here he made many friends by his 
strict attention to his duties and by his 
Christian manner, he being a leading 
member of the Presbyterian church. 

Rankin came here from Bell Buckle, 
Tenn., and was a young man about 
twenty-five years of age and unmarried. 
He had a number of warm friends here, 
His father died only a few months ago. 
._He left a long statement in regard to the 
affair, but it has not been given out. He 
had an insurance policy on his life for 
$2,500, but allowed his payments to lapse. 
He was engaged to be married to one 
of Dothan’s most popular young ladies. 

Under the bylaws of the board of edu- 
cation at Dothan McNeill had the nomi- 
nation of the faculty. The board could 
only affirm or reject. In making his 
nominations this year McNeill left out 
Rankin, who had charge of the eighth 
and ninth grades during the past session. 
The objection to Rankin was that he was 
disposed to run his department independ- 
ently of his superiors. The board con- 
firmed all of McNeill’s nominations and 
did it unanimously. Rankin spent yes- 
terday in trying to get the case reopened 
and failed.

ENGINEER BEGINS SEARCH 


Knoxville Company May Use a 
Stream Thirty Miles Away 
from the City. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 17.—(Special.j— 
This afternoon Colonel John Bogart, con- 
sulting engineer; H. O. Reed, secretary 
and treasurer; W. C. Crozer, resident en- 
gineer; R. W. Austin and Stewart Wilder, 
stockholders in the Knoxville Power 
Company, left for the Little Tennessee 
river to examine a site for a proposed 
dam to furnish water power for an elec- 
tric light plant to supply Knoxville and 
other places with light and power. 
Colonel] Bogart supervised the erection 
of power plants at Niagara Falls. The 
site for the dam is thirty miles south- 
east of Knoxville. The Knoxville Power 
Company is capitalized at $5,000,000. 
Colonel Bogart’s report will determine 
the future policy of the company. An 
effort was made at the last session of 
congress to secure the passage of a Dill 
granting permission to dam the Tennes- 
see river at Knoxville. This failed, 
hence the Little Tennessee scheme.

damage has resulted. Several lives have 
been lost. The James river is quite high 
and sireet car travel has been interrupted 
in the ‘ower parts of the city by the 
Streets being inundated, but no serious 
damage will be done. The steamboat 
companies emptied their freight sheds in 
time and will resume traffic within forty- 
eight hours. The Pocahontas went aown 
to Norfolk today, but the Yemassee, of 
the Clyde line, was stopped at City Point 
and sent back to Newport News to un- 
load. A heavy rainstorm prevailed near 
the Tennessee line this afternoon and the 
Wires at Bristol are down. Unconfirmed 
reports come that Gate City and Big Stcne 
Gap, in southwest Virginia, were wrecked 
by a cycline. It is said that thousands 
of acres of wheat have been chtirely rutn- 
ed. Near Buchanan falls this afternoon a 
number of horses were drowned in a 
meadow. The cloudvurst at Harrison- 
burg Saturday night did $50,000 damage. 
Many houses were washed away and 
stores flooded and their stocks damaged. 
Two men driving across German street, 
down which a torrent flowed, were wash- 
ed against an express office and escaped 
by ciimbing an awning pole to 1n upper 
story window. Albert Hilbert and Miss 
Etta Revercomb were drowned in Beaver 
creek, near the town. Returning from a 
church festival, they attempted to cross 
the little stream and were swept away 
by the flood. Searching parties went in 
pursuit and the youns lady was tound a 
mile down the stream, where ner hair 
had caught in some limbs. The man’s 
body was not found. 

Washington MeCormick, the ferryman 
at Caskie, on the James river, was drown- 
ed by his boat washing away with him.

It ig known 
that the committee is not of one mind 
on any scheme, but at tomorrow's ses- 
sion, the final process of mutual conces- 
sion will begin.

The Alabama Educational Association 
meets here tomorrow, the time and place 
having been fixed with reference to the 
constitutional convention. The one thing 
for which the common school teachers 
are pressing is some system of local 
taxation for schools. The scheme pro- 
posed by the committee on taxation last 
Friday does not meet the approval of the 
teachers and the association will have 
a live subject before it. The topic of 
local taxation has a special place on the 
programme.

conflicts have successfully expelled from thelr 
civil polity all distinctions of creed and caste, 
in consonance with the great declaration of 
the men of 1776, that all men are created 
they did this in the 
the governments and the 
customs of the civilized world. at a 
time when under all forms of polity the 
relations which men bore to one another rested 
upon distinctions of birth and privileges ¢€s- 
tablished by law, at a time when democracy, 
such as they organized, based upon manhood 
suffrage, was looked upon as the dream of the 
theorist, suitable only to the wild Indian 
dwelling in pristine barbarism. On these 
troad and humane principles and by rea- 
son thereof the American people have bullt 
up a nation and achieved a prosperity which 
outstrips the prophesies of her most enthusias- 
tic admirers. They have done this in the face 
of ancient and hereditary prejudices that were 
as old and as firmly set as the pyramids, It 
is especially fitting, more than that, it is the 
duty of every American man and woman to 
free their own minds from ancient hatred and 
hereditary prejudices, and to instill in. the 
minds of their children the humane principles 
that underlie our cfvil state. Let them bear 
in mind that just so sacred as religion is, so 
is everyone's right to choose the one by which 
his hopes and his aspirations shall be guided 
leardd that every distinction and proscription 
based upon the denial of this sacred right is 
as much jn conflict with the religion as with 
true democracy, 
In conclusion Mr. Straus said: , 
The spirit that guided the work of the found- 
ers of our government was not one that was 


crushed and screwed into sectarian molds by 
the degrees of intolerant councils, and by the 
subtleties of ingenious priests—it recognizes 
the value of every creed, but rises above them 
all. The grand and noble purpose was to es- 
tablish justice, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity.

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NO MONEY FOR NEW 
CLASS OF WIDOWS 


Governor Formally Notified Pension 
Commissioner, 


LINDSEY’S LIST COMPLETED 


He Has Approved 1,043 Out of 2,023 
of the Applications. 


ASKED GOVERNOR ABOUT THE FUNDS 


There Is No Money To Pay Them, 
and Applicants Will Be So No- 
tified at Once. 


Commissioner of Pensions J. W. Lind- 
sey will send out a circular letter to all 
the ordinaries of the state notifying them 
that on account of the supreme court's 
decision with reference to the public 
property fund there will be no money 
this year for the payment of pensions 
to the new class of widows ¢reated by act 
of the last general assemblv. 

It was known that this would be the 
case when the decision was handed down, 
but Commissioner Lindsey did not com- 
plete the roll of the new class of widows 
until yesterday, and it was then he made 
a@ formal revort of the’ matter to Gov- 
ernor Candler, and the latter notified him 
that there was no money on hand with 
which to pay the widows. ‘ 

There were just 2,028 applications for 
pensions under this act, and the commis- 
sioner of pensions has just finished pass- 
ing upon them. Out of the lot he ‘ap- 
proved 1,043, which, at $60 eaeh, would 
require $62,580 to pay them. The act of 
the legislature provided that they should 
be paid out of any funds in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. As a matter 
of fact there would hardly have been any 
such funds had the decision of the su- 
preme court permitted the use of the 
nublic pro»verty fund to pay the teachers. 
But it was hoped that some arrangement 
could be made, and doubtless such would 
have been the case, to pay these pensions 
had not the use of the public property 
fund been forbidd>n. 

Commissioner Lindsey reported these 
figures to the governor by letter yester- 
day and received from him a formal an- 
Swer saying the pensions could not be 
paid this year. .He will at once prepare 
a circular letter directed to the ordinaries 
of the state notifying them of this condi- 
tion of affairs and asking them to notify 
the applicants in their counties of the 
fact. 

It is probable that the legislature, at 
its next session, will make some arrange- 
ment for the payment of these widows, 
for unless the payment of these pensions 
is specifically provided for the law is 
likely to become a dead letter.

Urdinance Adopted, but Recon- 

sideration Notices Were Made

NEW ARC LIGHTS PROVIDED 


Each Ward To Get Two—Clock To 
Adorn Council Chamber—De- 
bate on Obhange in the 
License of Transfer 
Companies. 


Council yesterday passed the ordinance 
granting the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany the right to occupy the east side 
of Cherokee avenue at Grant park and 
at the same time giving the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company authority to 
connect the termini of its three lines in 
front of the Augusta avenue entrance to 
the park, without subjecting the company 
to the operation of the general ordinance 
of August 22, 1899. 

Eateh section was adopted separately 
and then the entire matter was held up 
on at least three separate notices of mo- 
tions to reconsider. The ordinance will 
come up again at the July meeting of 
council. 

Shortly after council met Alderman 
Welch called up the report of the special 
committee coricerning the inside track 
case on Cherokee avenue. Councilman 
Hill made the point that the report was 
not in proper shape to be acted upon. 
He said the matter of locating the tracks 
could be acted upon by a vote of the 
entire general council, but the other pro- 
vision was a franchise and called for a 


separate vote. 
Alderman Welch stated that the com- 


mittee’s report had in view the _ best 
handling of cars at the vark, and he 
hoped that the actidn taken would not 


be adverse to the report. 

What Alderman Welch had stated 
brought Councilman Hill to his feet. He 
denied any imputation that there had 
been an effort on his part to delay the 
matter. 

“Tl want to act on this matter legally,”’ 
declared the councilman from the sev- 
enth. ‘‘Does he? Vote on them sepa- 
rately and give both companies what they 
want. When the gentleman casts any 
imputation at me I hurl it back at 
him.”’ 

The city attorney gave it as his opinion 
that the second section, which gave the 
Power company the right to connect its 
three lines without coming under the 
provisions of the general ordinance of 
August, 1899, should be voted On sepa- 
rately. He said it did not matter how 
section 1, which located the track of the 
Transit company, was voted upon. 

Agreement Called Up. 

Mavor Pro Tem Johnson took the floor 
to call attention to. the agreement eéxist- 
ing between Councilmen Reed and Raw- 
son that the matter would not be acted 
upon until Colonel Reed could be. pres- 
ent. Councilman Barrett suggested that 
the matter be laid on the table. Coun- 
cilman Minhinnett said he believed in 
keeping agreements, but was of the 
opinion that this particular matter 
should be acted on, as it had been pend- 
ing for some time. Councilman Grady 
said it was absurd to put off important 
matters of. that kind just because one 
or two members could not be present. 

Alderman LaHatte said that there 
was then a movement on foot to secufe 
returns from the street railway com- 
panies in the wav of taxes and he was 
of the opinion that action ought not to 
be taken until that matter should be 
arranged. Much general discussion oc- 
curred at this point. 

Councilman Hilt’s motion to take the 
mattef® up section by section was carried 
bv a vote of 9 to 7. Councilman Grady 
moved that the first section be voted on. 
Mr. Hill moved to adopt that section. It 
located the inside track. The section was 
adopted, sixteen members voting for it. 
Councilman Grady did not vote. Alder- 
man LaHatte gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider at the next regular meeting. 

Alderman Welch moved to adopt the 
second section. It was adopted, only 
members of council voting. Those who 
voted against it were Councilman ‘Bar- 
rett and Councilman Hill. As soon as 
the result was announced Councilman 
Barrett gave notice of a motion to re- 
consider. This was seconded by Council- 
man Longino. The other sections of the 
ordinance were adopted. 

Councilman Grady then announced that 
he would move to reconsider the whole 
matter at the next meeting. Council- 
man Minhinnett seconded the motion. 


Can Provide Arc Lights. 

During the meeting Councilman Grady, 
as chairman of the committee on elec- 
tric lights, stated that on account of the 
increased appropriation to his committee, 
fourteen new arc electric lights could be 
established in the city. He said the 
other members of the committee had 
agreed that it would be well to let each of 
the seven wards have two new lights, 
the representativ’s of those wards to 
say where the lights should be located. 
He said the lamps could be put in before 
July ist, and that at the first meeting in 
that month the necessary resolutions 
concerning the new lights could be 
passed. 

The petition of Eiseman Bros. to extend 
the show windows of the store on the 
corner of South Pryor and Alabama 
streets temporarily was referred to the 
streets committee with power to act. 
The petitions of Joe Crawford and S. H. 
Jackson for the office of city hall jani- 
tor was referred to the public buildings 
and grourids committee. 

Clock for Council Chamber. 

The resolution by Councilman Barrett 
providing that the public buildings and 
grounds committee look into the advisa- 
bility of purchasing a clock! for the 
council chamber, was unanimously adopt- 
ed. The resolution provided that the 
timepiece should not cost more than $35. 

Considerable discussion came up on the 
favorable report of the tax committee 
that the general tax ordinance be amend- 
ed so as to make the license tax on 
transfer companies $200 a year. This 
was the amount paid before the new tax 
ordinance was adopted some weeks ago. 
The new ordim&nce, however, provides 
that the transfer companies shall pay 
according to the number of teams op- 
erated. 

When the report was read, Councilman 
Barrett opposed its adoption. He said it 
was in the nature of class legislation. 
Captain W. D. Ellis, representing the 
transfer companies stated he thought it 
would be but right, all things considered, 
to let the transfer companies operate un- 
der the old system of tax license. 

The report of the committee was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 8 to 4. Councilman Bar- 
rett gave notice that he would move a 
reconsideration of the action taken

ABOLISH BOARDS 


Introduces Resolution in Council 
to That Effect 


EFFORT TO GRANT FRANCHISE 


Petition of the Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Company for an Extension 
of the Farrest Avenue 
Line Was Re-referred 
to Committee. 


An important matter that came up quvr- 
ing the protracted meeting of council 
yesterday afternoon was the resolution by 
Counc!Iman Henry W. Grady, of the sixth 
ward, providing for abolishment of all the 
city boards, the mayor and council in fu- 
ture controlling the various city depart- 
ments. 

Upon Mr. Grady’s own motion, his reso- 
lution was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee and the chairman of the finance 
committee. Several other members of 
council have aiready expressed them- 
selves as being in favor of abolishing the 
boards. The matter will doubtless attract 
considerable attention in committee meet- 
ing. 

Following is the 
Grady’s resolution: 
“Be it resolved by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, 
That at the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Georgia 
application be made to have the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta amended, 
by which all provisions of said charter 
creating boards for the management 
and control of different departments 
of the city government be abolished, 
to-wit: The board of health, board of 
police commissioners, board of educa- 
tion, board of water commissioners, 
and said charter be further amended 
whereby the control and management 
of these departments be restored to 

the mayor and general council.” 

Effort To Grant Franchise. 

Another matter of importance was the 
effort made to grant the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company the right to extend its 
Forrest avenue line about five blocks on 
the Boulevard, then one block to Jackson 
street, returning on that street to its line 
cn Forrest avenue. 

Councilman Hill handed Clerk Campbell 
the copy of an crdinance granting the 
Transit company ,such a franchise. He 
said the paper had been handed him by 
members: of the. Fourth Ward League. 
The ordinance wags read, and then Coun- 
cilman Hill moved. that it be put upon its 
second reading: preparatory to its pas- 
sage. 

A letter from President Fi. Woodrutt 
was read, which stated that he hoped hig 
company would be given an opportunity to 
be heard before anv action was taken. He 
said the company had not been notified of 
any meeting of the street railway com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Hilt readin favorable report 
on the petition, which *he said had been 
signed by Colonel’ Reed, chairman of the 
street railyay cdmmittee. 

Committee Must‘ Report. 

Then Alderman Welch, as a substitute 
to the Hill motion, moved to re-refer the 
petition to the street railway committee, 
and Councilman Longino amende?@? so as 
to instruct that committee to report at the 
next meeting. Councilman Grady asked 
that the city clerk be requested to offi- 
cially notify Colonél Reed of the action 
taken. 

The motion to refer was carried by a 
vote of 11 to 3, as follows:

BOWEN GOES. TO. VENEZUELA 


Change, So Far as Loomis Is Con- 
‘cerned, Has No Significance. 
Lloyd C. Griscom Will 
Succeed Bowen in the 
Persian Mission. 


Washington, June 17.—The following 
changes in diplomatic posts were an- 
hounced today: 

Francis B. Loomis, minister to Vene- 
fuela, has been transferred to be minis- 
ter to Portugal, vice-John N. Irwin, of 
Iowa, resigned. 

Herbert W. Bowen, of New York, pres- 
ent minister to Persia, has been trans- 
ferred to Caracas, succeeding Mr. Loom- 
ils as minister to Venezuela. 

Itoyd C. Griscom, of Pennsylvania, 
present first secretary of legation at Con- 
stantinople, has been made minister to 
Persia. 

Spencer F. Eddy, of Illinois, present 
gécond secretary at Paris, has been made 
first secretary at Constantinople to suc- 
ceed Mr. Griscom. 

Arthur Bailly Blanchard, of Louisiana, 
has been promoted from third to second 
pecretary at Paris. 

By his transfer from Venezuela to Por- 

tugal, Minister Loomis, who is now on 
leave in England, loses $2,500 a year. The 
salary at Lisbon is $7,500 and that at 
Caracas $10,000 per annum. But Mr. 
Loomis finds sufficient compensation in 
the climatic change and in the probability 
of more congenial ity at his new post. 
Beside, his actual rank is the same in 
either case, namely, minister extraordi- 
Nary and envoy plenipotentlary. 
*Mr. Bowen, who becomes the new min- 
ister to Venezuela, has a most creditable 
record in the consular and diplomatic 
service. He became United States consul 
at Barcelona in 1890 and his office at that 
post was raised to the rank of consul 
general five years afterwards. Mr. Bow- 
en stuck to his post through the exciting 
days preceding the Spanish-American war 
as long as any American could have 
found safety on Spanish soil. At the con- 
ciusion of the war he was about to return 
to his old post, but instead was appointed 
minister resident and consul general to 
Persia. 

The change so far as it concerns the 
Venezuelan minister is said at the state 
department to have no particular politi- 
cal significance. Mr. Loomis goes else- 
where than Caracas at his own request 
and desire. It is true that the Venezue- 
lan government has expressed dissatis- 
faction with Mr. Loomis in more ways 
than one, but the fact that the minister 
fs not removed from the diplomatic ser- 
vice, but is given another post of equal 
dignity and honor, is a mark of the es- 
teem of the state department. Also, it 
tay be noted, Mr. Bowen, the new min- 
‘{ster, goes to his post with instructions 
on the same Iine as those supplied to 
Mr. Loomis, which formed the basis for 
his action, so that Mr. Bowen, who is 
aman of great vigor, is likely to follow 
Mr. Loomis’ footsteps in the matter of 
policy. 


FREE TRADE FCR PORTO RICO. 


Island Legislature Will Meet July 
4th To Take Action. 
Washington, June 17.—Secretary Hay 
today received the following telegram 
from Governor Allen, of Porto Rico, at 

Ban Juan: 

‘tnanimous vote today, heads of de- 
partments, fixed the date for the special 
gession of the legislature for July 4th, 
The date of the proclamation will be an- 
nounced at the session.”’ 

The proclamation referred to is that 
which will declare free trade ¢o exist 
between the United States and Porto 
Rico after a designated date, in conform- 
ity with the terms of the Foraker act, 


which allowed two years to test the abil-. 


ity of the island to sustain itself through 
internal taxation. 

Governor Allen's reports have indicated 
that under the Hollander act Porto Rico

Decision Is Reached in the Celebrated 
Itata Case. 


SAVY DAMAGES ARE CLAIMED 


But the Commission ‘Decided That 
the United States Was Not 
Liable. 


Washington, June 17.—The United 
States and Chilean claims commission 
completed it swork today, the last case 
to be decided being that involving the 
seizure in 1891 of the Chilean vessel Itata 
by ‘the authorities of the United States 
on the ground that she was carrying a 
cargo of contraband arms to Chile. The 
Claim was for £44,061, with interest, and 
was made by the South American Steam- 
ship Company, which had chartered the 
ship to the Chilean government. The de- 
cision of today dismisses the case, Min- 
ister Pioda, of Switzerland, president of 
the commission, and Mr. Gage, the Amer- 
ican commissioner, agreeing in this view, 
while Minister Vicuna, of Chile, dissent- 
.ed. The commission sums up its find- 
ings as follows: 

“1. That the damage alleged h 

laintiffs was not psanaioned Shy i oma 
justifiable action on the part of the 
United States;’ that the Itata was not 
Bae by the naval authorities of the 

nited States about the high seas into 
Chilean waters, induced to surrender by 
display of superior force, and brought 
back under duress.’ . 

“2. That the Itata was voluntarily 
paces at the disposal of the United 
eg by the provisional government of 

“3. That there was probable cause for 
the detention of the Itata at San Diego 
by the authorities of the United States, 
and therefore no wrong was done. 

“4. That the claimant has brought suit 
in the courts of Chile against the gov- 
ernment of Chile to recover damages 
upon the identical claim that is here set 
up against the United States; that the 
company has recovered judgment there- 
on, and that these judgments have been 
paid to the company by the  govern- 
ment of Chile. is case must, therefore, 
be dismissed.”’ . 

Another important case decided today 
was that of the Central and South Amer- 
ican Telegraph Company against Chile, 
growing out of a tax of 2 cents a message 
levied during the uprising of 1892. The 
commission awarded $4,000 damages.

STARVING HIMSELF TO DEATH. 


Atlanta Negro in Jail Swears He 
Will Never Eat Again. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 17.—(Special.) 
Claiborne Allison, a negro preacher from 
Atlanta who attempted to kill a negro 
woman here because she would not elope 
with him, is slowly starving to death in 
the county jail. Eight days ago he was 
convicted of shooting and sentenced to 
five years in the pexitentiary. As a dep- 
uty was carrying him to jail he declared 
he would end his life. Since that time he 
has not eaten or touched a drop of wa- 
ter. Officers cannot persuade him to take 
nourishment.

HE MAY BE TRIED TOMORROW 


Case Against Dunton, Southern Yard 
Conductor, Went Over 
Yesterday. 

The case against G. B. Dunton, yard 
conductor of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, who was indicted for involuntary 
manslaughter because of his connection 
with the recent wreck on that road, will 

be tried tomorrow or Thursday. 

Judge John S8S. Candler convened the 
criminal superior court yesterday morn- 
ing and the Dunton case was set for 
trial during the day, but went over. As 
Dunton its out on bond his case will not 
be tried until the latter part of the ses- 
sion, Judge Candler always disposing of 
the jail business before he begins on 
the bond cases. The case will be hard 
fought and as a great deal of attention 
has been attracted to it, the outcome 
will be wetched with much interest. 

Disposition was made of eighteen cases 
during the session. Of that number 
twelve convictions, four pleas of guilty 
and two acquittals were recorded. 

The heaviest sentence of the day was 
imposed on Will Ethridge, a negro chare- 
ed with night burglary in two cases. He 
was convicted {n one case and entered a 
plea of guilty in the other. Judge Candler 
sentenced him ‘to imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for ten years in each case—a 
total of twenty vears. The charge against 
Ethridge was that he forced an entrance 
into two residences and stole a quantity 
of jewelry and diamonds valued at sey- 
eral hundred dollars. 

In passing sentence Judge Candler said: 

‘Mr. Hill, (referring to Solicitor Char- 
ley Hill), you have here one of the smart- 
est burglars that ever «s,erated in At- 
lanta. He works with the touch of a pro- 
fessional. He can enter a residence in 
the night time and ply his trade so deftly 
that no one in the house is even awaken- 
ed. But then we will not be troubled 
with him again for some time. I wi! 
sentence him to the penitentiary for ten 
years—ten years in each case, I mean.”’ 

It is stated that Ethridge has served a 
term in the “pen” for a similar offense, 
and also that he has served a term in the 
county chaingang. 

Tom Davis and Charles Young were 
each sentenced to five years in the peni- 
tentiary for burglary. Gabe Thompson 
was given a twelve months’ sentence 
for simple larceny.

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Causes of Demoralization. 

One does not have to go far to dis- 
cover the cause of demoralization 
which sometimes seems to sweep cer- 
tain communities. 

Several days ago there ocourred in 
Sylvania a quintuple execution, in 
which the sentence was that it should 
be private. Notwithstanding this, mor- 
bid curiosity brought to the scene over. 
one thousand. persons, who, unable to 
witness the grewsome event, were sat- 
isfieqd to stand without the outer walls 
and engage in esoteric discussion of a 
demoralizing subject. 

But a few days before in the town of 
Carrollton another execution was book- 
ed. This also was to be in private. 

‘There again an idle and morbid crowd 

assembled, to be in proximity to the 
occasion, and when it discovered that 
the law would not furnish a victim 
even in secret, an assault was made 
upon the jail and a woeful tragedy fol- 
lowed. 

From these incidents it will be seen 
that an execution even in secret, when 
act for a given time, is an invitation 
for the assembling of those strangely 
constituted people who seem to take 
interest in grewsome affairs. Out of 
such assemblages springs discontent, 
‘lawlessness and even murder itself. It 
is-plain that the laws of the state pro- 
viding for executions in private are yet 
defective, and that provision should be 

made to thwart the assembling of large 
crowds of people. This could be done 
by changing the mode of sentence and 
making its execution indeterminate, 
covering a period of two or three days. 
By such a change as this there would 
be no indication to the people at large 
of the actual moment of execution, and 
‘they would have no incentive for at- 


' tending. Throwgh such a plan acute 
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’ {mterest in executions would soon wear 
| Way. and people would go about their

values it has not been able, and will 
not be able, to clear the republican 
party from responsibility. It is in this 
stage that The Times calls upon the 
democrats of Pennsylvania to take ad- 
vantage -of the situation. In order to 
show what the party can do if it only 
will, The Times says: 

There can be no question about the 
presence ‘of a live democratic spirit in this 
State.

| state except New York, IJlinois and Ohic. 
Pennsylvania cast over 15,000 more demo- 
cratic vetes last year than Alehama, Del- 
aware, Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi, 

South Carolina, Georgia and Nebraska 
_put together. Nor is this all, Consikler- 
ing that there was no special inducement 
io get out the demecratic vote in this 
state and taking into consideration the 
large number cf democrats wh6 could not 
accept the Chicago platform, it is evi- 
dent that there are in Pennsylvania more 
/than 500,000 democrats, and that in 
numerical strength Pennsylvania is the 
third democratic state in the nation, New 
York being first and Illinois second, al- 
'though thefe is some question as to 
whether or not Pennsylvania on a full 
count could not show a total that would 
equal—qand possibly exceed—that of Illi- 
ncs. 

Every word here spoken points to 
the fact that the democratic party of 
the state of Pennsylvania has such an 
opportunity to rehabilitate itself as has 
not been presented to it for fifty years. 
It- has won in state elections twice 
within the last twenty years upon is- 
sues much weaker than those which it 
can command today. When we add to 
this large democratic army the tens 
of thousands of patriotic citizens who, 
voting the republican ticket for tradi- 
tional reasons, are now anxious to re- 
deem their state, we can see what an 
opportunity is presented, Of course, 
this calls for an up-to-date policy, one 
freighted with the hopes of the pres- 
ent day and looking to the welfare of 
the future, . 

The democratic party must cease 
from being a mere objector in national 
councils and become the agent of the 


constructive force of the people of the 
union. Taking such a stand, regarding 
the past as in history and the future 
as yet to be made, the democratic party 
has an opportunity for leadership 
which it should not throw away. In 
bringing about such a condition as this 
the traditional democratic states can 
do but little. They have already been 
doing their best. The responsibility 
for forward action rests with the dem- 
ocrats of such states as Pennsylvania. 
who have it in their power by taking 
the right side in state politics, to gain 
local control and thus have an influ- 
ence upon the decisions of the national 
party... With such numbers as the 
democrats constitute in Pennsylvania, 
it requires only independent action and 
the patriotic regard for the highest in- 
terests of the state to win the support 
of those republicans who seek release 
from the machine which has so 
wrecked their public institutions. The 
Times declares that “Pennsylvanja 
democrats do not believe in vagaries. 
The masses are still true to the old 
principles that have endured since the 
nation began.”’ ; 

This being the case, we can readily 
join with The Times in hoping that 
“with the Pennsylvania democracy re- 
vitalized and strengthened, there could 
be no doubt as to the policy of the self- 
respecting republicans who have come 
to the point where they must choose 
between sacrificing a thieving minority 
of their own organization and saving 
the honor and material welfare of their 
state.” The' democrats of the country 
will watch with hope and interest the 
position taken by their brethren in 
Pennsylvania, who have thus an op- 
portunity of setting up the standard of 
honesty and patriotism to replace that 
of plunder and pelf. 


Railroads as Developers. 

It has been stated in recent news 
dispatches that over forty thousand 
homeseekers have been transferred 
from the east to the state of Washing- 
ton through the agency of two trans- 
continental railroad companies, whose 
purpose is the building up of the coun- 
try through which they run, with the 
view of ultimate dividends from the 
labor of the newcomers. 

In the aid which railroad companies 
have given the western states and ter- 
ritories have found their most effective 
allies. The large and powerful railroad 
corporations whose lines pass through 
these states were selfish in their in- 
tention, it is true, but this selfishness 
was turned to good account for the 
commonwealth when it introduced pop- 
ulation and developed production. It 
was largely through the absence of this 
incentive that the south has lagged 
behind in her material advancement. 
The whole squthern country was cov- 
ered with short railroads, beginning 
and ending often in the same state. 
Their work was purely local, that of 
transporting local freight and carrying 
local passengers. The idea of reach- 
ing out into the great centers of pop- 
ulation and production was impractica- 
ble, since these railroads possessed no 
entrance there. Now, however, that 
the different railroad companies operat- 
ing in the southern states have grown 
large enough, with interests covering 
the whole country, it should be their 
aim to do for the south that which has 
‘been done for the far west by the 
transcontinental companies. 

That in a limited way they are now 
doing some work of this kind is true, 
but it falls far short of the import&nce 
‘of the question. ‘There is not a fail- 
road in the south the value of which 
could not be quintupled within five 
years if it would only organize an in- 
| telligent, aggressive and persistent im- 
provement bureau. A live railroad com- 
pany should see to it that along its 
whole line there is not a single vacant 
farm. Having the means by which to 
discover the value of productions in 
different sections, the railroad compa- 
nies should become at once not’ only 
the common carriers for the people, 
but their active and faithful commer- 
cial agents.

Mr. Platt To Retire. 

The announced intention of Senator 
Platt to retire from politics with the 
close of his present term will remove 
from public life one of its most unique 
figures. The accident by which Mr. 
Piatt came into prominence marks the 
uncertainty of public life. Roscoe 
Conkling was the senior senator from 
New York. He was possessed of gifts 
which made him the leader of men as 
well as the admired of women. So 
complete had his’ mastery become over 
the politics of the Efmpire State that 
he would not even brook companion, 
ship and insisted upon naming his col- 
league. Choice fell upon Thomas C. 
Platt. who was content to figure as the 
shadow of a great man, and for doing 
so became dubbed with the sobriquet 
of “Me Too.” The occasion upon 
which the two men resigned their seats 
in thé senate meant the final defeat of 
Mr. Conkling and the retirement of his 
shadow. Mr. Platt, however, having 
gained a knowledge of the machine, 
became arbiter of his party in New 
York, and for years controlled its poli- 
cy before he was able to regain his seat 
in the senate. Since his re-entrance 
into that body his career has been that 
of a mere manipulator of men. He 
has taken no part tn the creation of 
policies or the enactment of laws for 
the improyement of the country. Lat- 
terly he has shered the fate of all po- 
litical leaders, who must expect at some 
time or other to meet with rivals who 
will contest with him for the leader- 
ship. The nomiration of Governor 
Roosevelt for the vice presidency and 
the independence manifested by Gov- 
ernor Odell showed too plainly that 
the rule of the great boss was over, 
and that he was lingering superfluous 
upon the stage. 

Hence Mr. Platt has- become con- 
‘vinced that travel, and especially for- 
eign travel, is a good thing for a tired 
man, and as a result he will throw up 
powers which he can no longer support 
and grow old in the usual way. 
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Should Avoid Mistakes. 


The Virginia constitutional] conven- 
tion has been addressed by Governor 
Tyler, who urged it to exempt from 
taxation for a long term of years all 
new industrial enterprises and manu- 
facturmg establishments. Governor 
Tyler intended this suggestion as an 
answer to those who are always in fa- 
vor of restrictive policies from which 
commonwealths are sure to suffer. 

A constitutional convention holds a 
very important place jn the history of 
a state. Its action, unlike that of a 
legislature, is incapable of ready 
amendment. Hence, when it proceeds 
to incorporate into a new constitution 
clauses tying the hands of municipal 
powers, it is very likely to commit a 
great mistake. The people should be 
trusted for ability to manage their 
own affairs in the best way. It should 
not be taken for granted that a power- 
ful commonwealth is unable or unfit to 
exercise the duties of self-government, 
which restrictive constitutional arti- 
cles would indicate. We have in Geor- 
gia today an example in point. A con- 
stitutional convention met in 1877, af- 
ter the stranger had been expelled and 
when the powers of state were in the 
hands of her own sons, with no indica- 
tion that such control would ever be 
changed. Yet, with gtrange fatuity, that 
convention proceeded to tie the hands 
of the people of the state so that they 
have been deprived of the power of 
transacting public business as from 
time to time seemed best to them. To- 
day we have in the state treasury half 
a million dollars upon which we really 
have no right to collect even interest. 
That a constitutional provision should 
thus operate against business common 
sense is a sufficient indictment. The 
action of the convention was in reality 
but distrifst of the people whom that 
body represented. 

It is true that there were exigencies 
at the time which operated upon men’s 
minds and made them fear that in time 
to come the state might fall] into the 
hands of dishonest men and be de- 
prived of its revenues. The result has 
shown, however, that this fear was 
groundless, and the only sufferers have 
been the people themselves, who may 
now have to stand a test of double tax- 
ation while the treasury is full of 
money. | 

It is for this reason that we would 
advise the constitutional conventions 
of both Virginia and Alabama now in 
session that the legislatures of their 
states may always be depended upon to 
do what is the best for their people.

RAILWAY NOTES, ° 


Fort Valley High and Industrial 
. School. , 

Editor Constitution—In presenting the cause 
of the Fort Valley High and Industrial school 
before the people of the north, Professor J. H. 
Torbert, the assistant principal of the insti- 
tution, has not ignored or depreciated the en- 
couragement which southern white friends have 
given to the work, but, on the contrary, has 
dwelt in glowing terms upon the substantial 
and practical assistance which they have cheer- 
fully rendered at all times in furtherance of 
the cause of negro industrial education. This 
attitude has strengthened the interest which 
the people of this section feel ‘in the Fort Val- 
ley school, while at the same time it has en- 
listed the support of many friends throughout 
the north, who have been struck with Professor 
Torbert's candor of speech, and who knowing 
that he has the sympathy and cooperation of 
southern white friends have been all the more 
disposed to help him. Speaking of the progress 
of negro industrial education in the south, 
Professor Torbert in one of his recent ad- 
dresses at the north, said: 

“Such progress would be impossible but for 
the wholesome cooperation of the southern peo- 
ple. As one born ‘and reared among them, 
working for them and with them on the plan- 
tations, in the mills, in the stores, in their 
offices and in their homes, I am proud to speak 
of their virtues; to testify to their loyalty to 
and interest in the black man. Men like th2 
late Bishop Haygood, the immortal Grady, Hon, 
G. R. Glenn, Hon, Clark Howell and F. H. 
Richardson, the Jate Governor Atkinson, ‘ ex- 
Governor Northen and Governor Candler—al] of 
the state of Georgia, of southern birth and edu- 
cation—have upon many occasions testified as 
to the fidelity and usefulness of the black man 
and have often rehearsed what is their duty 
to them. That they have been honest and 
earnest in their sense of duty to the black 
man, that there are many like them in the 
state of Georgia, let twenty-five years of pub- 
lic education tell. Let the senate of Georgia, 
Which overwhelmingly defeated the Hardwick 
Gisfranchising bill, tell. Let the negroes of 
Bartow county, who received a prize of $1,000 
for the best agricultural exhibit at the Atlanta 
fair, tell, Let the actual, indisputable, visible, 
daily progress of the black man from Virginia 
to Texas tell.’ 

Throughout the speech there are many can- 
did paragraphs like the above showing that 
the speaker is not unmindful of the part which 
southern white friends have Plawed in further- 
ence of the cause of negro industria} education 
nor blind to the fact that much of the success 
of the ‘work must depend upon them. At this 
time when the most cordial of friendly feelings 
exist between the sections no stronger plea 
could be made to the people of the north,

The Lessons of the Convention. 

Philadelphia North American: We believe 
that the meeting of the Southern Industrial As- 
soclatian in convention in this city will re- 
-8ult in much good to the sotthern states and 
to Philadelphia. . The southern delegates have 
every reason to feel gratified with the success 
of their mission, The public discussion of the 
needs and resources of their section during the 
four days’ sessions has been taken up by the 
press of the entire country, which will keep 
alive the echoes of the convention long after 
its adjournment, 

Let such a campaign of education be once 
inaugurated, it requires little effort to keep it 
going. Curiosity is a potent influence in promot- 
ing knowledge. Henceforth the north will de- 
sire to learn more of the great opportuniti2s 
lying on the other side of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. By reason of what our southern visitors 
have told us of themselves and their industrial 
conditions they can rest assured that they will 
not have seen the last of Philadelphia when 
they return home. Their invitation to us to 
come south and see with our own eyes will not 
be forgotten. 

The practical results of such a convention 
as that which has just been brought to a close 
here are necessarily slow to take shape. As 
a rule, they are difficult to trace to their ori- 
gin. The spread of information about itself 
is practically all that the south can hope for 
the moment. Capital is deliberate in its move- 
ments and travels by roundabout ways, It in- 
sists upon being sure of its ground. This 
convention, at least, has pointed out opportu- 
nities more clearly tharn®they have ever been 
shown, and in that direction it has accom- 
plished much real good. What remains to be 
done must be carried out by individual enter- 
prise and perseverance. The movement has 
been started by common effort. So far as the 
various communities of the south are prepared 
to take advantage of it, they will derive dire:t 
gain from the convention’s work. 

The business men of Philadelphia, for their 
part, cannot but feel grateful for the advice 
and instruction they have received. It has 
been their habit to deplore the loxs‘of the 
southern trade they once enjoyed, but for some 
reason they have failed to account for their 
poor showing. If they have known the true 
cause they have kept quiet about it or have 
made little effort to correct it. President Har- 
grove's diagnosis is very simple. No one has 
ventured to dispute it, at any rate, He says 
that we lack energy—the very fault that we 
have ascribed for generations to our southern 
friends—and that we have permitted curselves 
to be displaced in the race by more eager com- 
petitors, This is not a flattering opinion, but 
the evidence seems to support it. If it is cor- 
rect, we have no right to complain, least of 
all if we do nothing to mend matters, Cer- 
tainly there has never been a more favorable 
opportunity for the business men of Philadel- 
phia to reclaim the position they once occu- 
pied in the south than right now, on the mor- 
row of the southern delegates’ visit to this 
city, 


Hell, or Avoiding the Issue. 

Editor Constitution—The discussion over the 
matter of ‘‘hell’’ proves two things—first, ihe 
world is interested in the matter and gladly 
reads! Second, The Constitution is read at 
home and abroad! So much is clear. Not one 
of those who have entered into the discussion, 
ecclesiastic, editor or layman, has realized that 
no one denies that sin is evil; and that in this 
existence and in the future there must follow 
the penalty! We all agree, but the issue be- 
tween us is: Will God continue through the 
eternal years without end or hope the suffering 
of those who have sinned? Will He have mercy 
or must it be verigeance? Is penalty remedial 
or is it something else? Can we hope for 
second probation? We can never settle the 
question this side of the vale; but we can ap- 
peal to men from one or another motive.

He has now ordered the import tax 
raised on a number of articles of Ameri- 
can production which were omitted from 
his first order. This last increase of the 
Russian duties is from to 30 per cent 
over the rates paid by other countries, 
which means virtually that the American 
manufacturer is to be shut out of a mar- 
ket he had found most profitable.

“We require no rifles in our manage- 
ment of the red brother, and are always 
instilling it into his mind that we are his 
friends and not his fces. If the concession 
is obtained, a commissioner wil] be sent 
at once into the Yaqui territory by the 
Mormon church for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the attitude of the Indians, and, if 
peaceful, a contract will be nag agg and 


‘lands purchased from the Yaquis.

Citizens of Natchez Aré Disposed To 
Be Ugly. 


THREATS OF VIOLENCE MADE 


Back Tax Hunter Is Virtually 
Warned To Stay Away from 
Mississippi Town. 


Jackson, Miss., Jube 17.—(Spectal.)— 
Deputy Revenue Agent L. F. Chiles has 
returned to Natchez to resume his fhves- 
tigation of delinquent solvent creditors— 
the discovery of $330,000 in back taxes 
which created such a sensation last week. 
Mr. Chiles expects to unearth quite an 
additional sum of delinquencies, and his 
werk will continue at least two weeks. 

If the tone of the Natchez papers is any 
indiéation of the temper of the people of 
that city, Mr. Chiles is almost taking his 
life in his own hands by returning for 
further investigations. The Daily Demo- 
crat is highly indignant over the con- 
templated suits, and uses language of the 
most vituperative sort concerning the 
revenue agent and his work, declaring 
that Mr, Adams is forcing Mississippi te 
repudiate its death knell by the iniquitous 
persecution of the people for taxes.

Investigation of the Mysterious

Two negroes held at the police barracks 
by city detectives are suspected of either 
being implicated in the murder of Berta 
Jackson, the adopted daughter of R. 8. 
Flowers, or of knowing some facts about 
the affair which will give the officers a 
fresh clew to work on. 

One of these negroes, Jim Dozier, was 
locked up at the police barracks three or 
four days ago under suspicion and the 
thatter was kept quiet. 

The second negro, Jack Stewaft, alias 
Will White, was arrested Saturday night 
by city detectives and was also booked 
with the charge of “suspician.” 

It is claimed by the detectives that 
Stewart was the negro who robbed a ludy 
at Poplar Springs on the afternoon Berta 
Jackson was assaulted and murdered. 

Dozier has been working in the city for 
@ long while and has always ?t-orne a good 
reputation. The city detectives who ar- 
rested him state that he was wanted-by 
the authorities at Decatur, an officer from 
the county stating that he had secured 
evidence tending to show that I-ozier was 
with Stewart when the latter entered a 
house at Poplar Springs on Wednesday 
afternoon, June 12th, the day Berta Jack- 
s0n disappeared, and robbed a lady of 
a pocketbook. 

The evidence against the nezroes is so 
slight that it is not believed treir arrest 
makes any material difference in the 
status of the murder case. 

Jury Meets Tomorrow.

Sheriff Talley, who was in the city yes- 
terday, stated that he knew of no new 
evidence of any importance. He said: 

“We think we have some slight grout:ds 
for suspecting the negro boy, Willingham, 
who was working on F’owers’s f-ace the 
afternoon the girl disappeared, but the 
suspicions are not founded on any straight 
evidence. We believe we might show that 
Willingham was not in Decatur on the 
afternoon of the murder, although the 
negro has all along affirmed that he went 
to Decatur after mail.

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CLUB TO GET PROPERTY OX 
AST TERMS FOR $3,000 


Board of Directors Authorized To Ac- 
cept Proposition of Coca-Cola 
Company—-Members Expect 
To Get in New Quar- 
ters Soon. 


The Atlanta Athletic Club will build a 
new clubhouse at as early a date as is 
practicable. 

This was decided by a unanimous vote 
at a well attended meeting of the club 
last night. The members of the club 
were enthusiastic in their acceptance of 
the proposition recommended by the 
board of directors, which that body has 
had under consideration for some time. 

The new clubhouse will be located on 
the property known as No. 37 Auburn 
avenue. The lot is on the south side 
of the street about midway between 
Pryor and Ivy streets and has a frontage 
of fifty feet and a depth of 200 feet. 

The new clubhouse will be built at a 
cost of $18,000, while the lot will cost 
$12,000, making a total of $30;000 for the 
property complete. 

The proposition which the club accepted 
came from the Coca-Cola company, 
through its president, Asa G. Candler. 
The company agrees to put up an $18,000 
building on the lot, which is valued at 
$12,000, beginning the construction of the 
building within sixty days after notice 
of the acceptance of the ‘proposition is 
given by the board of directors, provided 
such notice is not given later than Octo- 
ber 1, 1902, and the building will be con- 
structed upon plans and designs fur- 
nished by the club, to be approved by the 
company. ’ 

On the other hand, the club agrees to 
pay the company $30,000 for the property 
under the following conditions: The club 
to pay $1,000 cash upon the formal ac- 
ceptance of the agreement and $100 a 
month thereafter until the building is 
completed and turned over to the club, 
at which time the club will pay the 
company $2,500 in cash, fess the amount 
siready paid. This will constitute the 
first payment on the property, and for 
the balance of the purchase price the 
club will give the company eleven notes 
of $2,500 each, one payable each year 
thereafter until all of them are paid, 
with interest at the rate of 6 per cent. 

The foregoing is in brief the proposi- 
tion made by the Coca-Cola company 
and accepted by the Atlanta Athletic 
Club. At the meeting last night, after 


‘some discussion, the club paswed a reso- 


lution authorizing its board of directors 
to accept the proposition, to’ make ar- 
rangements for the cash payment of $1,000 
and to take stéps te get into the new 
quarters as soon as practicable. « 

This means that the club intends to 
have new, commodious and up to date 
quarters and apparatus as soon as it is 
possible to get them. The board of di- 
rectors will hold a meeting within a few 
days to take action in accordance with 
the resolution, and within a few weeks 
at most it is expected the company will 
be given formal notice of the acceptance 
of the proposition. Within sixty days 
thereafter the construction of the build- 
ing will begin and it js the expectation 
of the club members that they will be 
able to occupy their new quarters within 
less than a year. They are all anxious 
to get into a new building on account 
of the cramped condition of the present 
quarters. 

Before preparing the plans of the new 
clubhouse arrangements will be made to 
have a committee of the members inspect 
several of the modern athletic clubs in 
other sections, and nothing will be left 
undone to have the Atlanta club complete 
in every detail. 

The club’s lease on the present quarters 
does not expire until April, 1903, but some 
satisfactory arrangement will be made 
to vacate the lease as soon as the new 
building ig ready for occupancy,

THE DRUCCISTS 


Novel Method of Settling Board 
of Pharmacy Fight 


HAS SENT OUT CIRCULARS 


Both Payne and Arrington Claimed 
a Majority of the Association. 
The Ballots Are Very Evenly 
Divided—Man with Most 
Votes Will Win. 


Governor Candler has adopted a novel 
method of settling the serious dispute 
with regard to the vancany on the state 
board of pharmacy which will come 
about by the expiration of the term of 
Dr. George F. Payne, of Atlanta, next 
November. 

The governor is polling the members of 
the State Pharmaceutical Association, 
and the contest being entirely between 
Dr. Payne and Dr. H. H. Arrington, of 
Rome, he will appoint the applicant who 
receives the majority of the votes from 
the members of that body. 


Considering the importance of the 
place, the fight has assumed extremely 


warm proportions. For the past month 
the governor’s mail hag been burdened 
daily with a bunch of letters several 
inches thick, relating entirely to this 
fight. The friends of both men have 
been using ink and paper freely, and in 
yesterday’s accumulated mail there wer 
more than one hundred letters recom- 
mending one candidate or the vther for 
appointment on the state board of phar- 
anacy. 

A few days ago; as stated in The Con- 
stitution, Dr. Arrington came down from 
Rome, accompanied by several of his 
friends, and called on the governoi. They 
made a strong appeal for the appoint- 
ment of Arrington. -One of the Rome 
candidate’s friends told the governor 
that fully 90 per cent of the members of 
the Pharmaceutical Association were in 
favor of Arrington. 

‘About the same time Dr. Payne and a 
number of his friends called on the gov- 
ernor to urge his avpointment. They 
gave emphatic denial to the statement 
that a majority of the association fav- 
ored Dr. Arrington. They asserted tha 
a large majority of the members of the 
association were anxious for the appoint- 


ment of Dr. Payne. 


Governor Suggested Plan. 


The governor suggested that the two 
candidates draw straws or toss a coin 
to decide who should have the place, but 
this did not seem to be agreeable to 
either side. All the other candidates 
named by the association, J. M. Solo- 
mons, of Savannah; Dr. Kidd, of Mil- 
leadgeville, and Dr. Davis, of LaGrange, 
had withdrawn and the fight was nar- 
rowed down to the two candidates 
named, . 

As the two contestants and their 

friends declined the governor’s sugges- 
tion to settle it among themselves, Gov- 
ernor Candl@r said he would have to set- 
Secretary C. T. King, of the State Phar- 
maceutical Association, and secured a 
list of the members of the association, 
numbering in all 320. To each of them 
the governor addressed the following let- 
ter: 
State of Georgia, Executive Office, Atlanta, 
June 14 1901.—Dear Sir: As you are aware, 
quite a contest has grown up - between Dr. 
Payne and Dr. Arrington over an appoint- 
ment on the state board of phartnacy. Both 
men are worthy and compétent, and I am will- 
ing to appoint either, but want to appoint 
that one who is the choice of the members of 
the Pharmaceutical Association, Each gentle- 
man thinks he is the choice. To settle this 
question, I am polling the association. Below 
is a ticket with the names of the two gentle- 
men on it, Please check the name of the 
gentleman who is your first choice, write your 
mame across the kack of the tic#et, tear oft 
and return to me.

The abrupt withdrawal of Councilmen 
Minhinnet and Barrett from the meeting 
of council yesterday affternoon ‘threw 
that body into consternation.

Council for several hours had 
been discussing, somewhat  heatedly, 
street railway matters, and there seemed 
to be a desire on the part of several mem- 
bers to adjourn the meeting until later in 
the week. 

Following Mr. Kontz’s motion, Council- 
man Minhinnett moved to adjourn until 
Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock, This was 
seconded and Councilman Grady called 
for .the yeas and nays. The motion was 
lost, only tWo members voting for ad- 
journment. They were Councilmen Mim- 
hinnet and Barrett. 

Then Mr. Minhinnet moved that the 
matter be tabled. He said he was op- 
posed to the ordinance in its present 
shape, but was willing to vote for it if it 
was changed in several particulars. He 
also stated that as there were six mem- 
bers of council absent -he considered it 
only fair that action should be postponed 
until a full meeting could be had. 

Barrett Moved To Adjourn. 


Counciiman Barrett moved that adjourn. 
ment be taken until later in the week. He 
was ruled out of order, however, as noth- 
ing had been considered in the meantime. 
Councilman Kontz said he hoped that 
council would not adjourn, as it was only 
proper that this matter should be dis- 
posed of. He stated that it had been 
pending since the first week in May. 

Councilman Minhinnett renewed his mo- 
tion to lay on the tablé& but it was lost. 
Previously Councilman Hill had been ex- 
cused from the gession, As he was leav- 
ing the council chamber Councilmen Min- 
hinnett and Barrett caught up their hats 
and left also.

“There goes the last of the quorum,” 
cried some one, and all eyes were turned 
in the direction of the elevator shaft.
